THE VANISHING MARK. 
German marks have a par value of approximately 21 
cent-. The other day foreign exchange dealers quoted them 
at less than a half cent. Many authorities believe the mark 
may eventually cease to have any value whatsoever. I hey 
point to the experience of revolutionary France 
The French revolutionary leaders confiscate*1 the lands 
of the Crown and of the Church, and began by issuing 400 
milli n francs of five-year treasury notes, at «> percent in- 
tore t. secured by the confiscated land. 
The first issue sold at par, in 1780. A year later the revo­ 
lutionists made them legal tender and forgot the interest 
obligation. Next they put their printing presses to work, and 
issu 4 followed issue until, by 1793, there were four billion 
francs in circulation. By that time their purchasing power had 
shrunk SO percent. Even the threat of the guillotine for re­ 
fusing to accept to assignats, as the notes were called, could 
not support them at par. 
By 1795 the assignats were down to 3 percent of their 
face value. A year later there were 45 billions of paper francs 
in circulation, and they represented a purchasing power of 
less than $90,000,000 as against a face of $9,000,000,000. 
Then the government gave up its efforts to sustain the paper, 
and hoarded metalie money began to circulate again. The 15 
billion francs represented so much total loss. 
Today Switzerland alone has $250,000,000 gold marks 
standing to the credit of German depositors in Swiss banks, 
and every other country has its share of 
fugitive 
marks. 
German paper marks, although they still have some purchas­ 
ing ; ewer in Germany, are approaching the vanishing point 
everywhere else. And still the printing presses run. The likel - 
hood of complete collapse increases everyday.

STAGE NASTINESS. 
A New York judge has just ordered a play withdrawn 
from tho stage on the ground that it was “deliberately, pains- 
takingly, and for the purpose of gain, coarsely indecent, flag­ 
rantly and suggestively immoral, impure in motive, word and 
action, loaded with profanity, repellently vulgar and in every 
respect offensively illegal.’* It is an arraignment and a verdict 
rendered none too soon its regards the “bed-room” type of 
farce. It may help to hasten the disappearance of that sort 
of dramatic rot. 
The very title of the play itself was nastily suggestive- 
The piece, according to the court and stage critics, marked 
the ultimate limit in a long succession of plays and titles each 
a little looser and a little coarser than the preceding. It is 
the play-going public that makes this sort of smut possible. 
The Arbuckle case represents the transformation of these 
stage vulgarities into actual life, and the shocked world points 
a shaming finger. The stage has been transforming the lewd* 
nesses of life into alleged farce with increasing latitude and 
a delighted public has crowded the theatres. It is time that 
public and playwrights and producers all turned over a 
new leaf.

SAFER RAILROADS. 
Railway accident figures for 1920, compiled by the 
Insterstate Commerce Commission, show how American rail­ 
roads have wiped out their old, shameful record of slaugh­ 
ter. It is now IO years since the first serious reform effort 
was made, and “safety first" became a familiar motto. In this 
decade the number of passengers carried has increased 44 
percent, yet the actual number of passengers killed per year 
has dropped from 299 to 229. The percentage of fatalities, 
therefore, is almost cut in half. The record for employees 
shows similar progress. 
Meanwhile fatalities at railroad crossings have increased 
greatly. This points clearly to the automobile traffic as the 
disturbing factor. Nothing but the frequency and carelessness 
of automobilists in crossing tracks has prevented the rail­ 
roads from making all-round improvement. 
The comparison is inevitable. Automobile traffic must try 
ust as hard to reform itself as railroad traffic has done. It 
should no longer be said, to the disgrace of motorists, that 
a citizen on the street is in more danger than a passenger 
on a train*

the Red river w as for m any years 
prior to the adm ission of Oklahom a, 
not navigable, that title to the river 
bed did not pass to O klahom a when 
adm itted a s a state and that if the 
river is or has been n a v ig a b le it 
was not navigable above the mouth 
of the Kiamichi. 
T he application of local law s to 
the issue is discussed at length, the 
governm ent asserting that its title 
to the river bed is not effected by 
them.

work. The transport section is to be
